Durinp:  six  months  of  tho  year  it  ims  found 
no cess  ary  to  institute  a  scheme  for  tho  carting 
of  water  in  the  parishes  whore  the  Y/ells  and 
sprinps  had  failed.  although  tho  parishes  of 
Stratford  St.har;/,  Hlgham,  Capel  St.ilary  and 
Bentley  were  chiefly  affected,  it  was  obvious 
from  complaints  received  that  there  v/as  a  general 
lov\fering  of  the  underground  water  table  through¬ 
out  the  district.

12.77"  of  rain  represents  13,000,000,000  gallons 
of  water.  This  is  without  doubt  the  main  cause 
of  the  depletion  of  shallow  ’'Voll  and  spring 
supplies.  Other  causes  are  the  increased  rate  of 
abstraction,  draining  of  fresh  water  marshes  and 
the  effect  of  public  v/orks  construction. 

Tho  problem  of  shortage  in  Stratford  St. 
llary  and  Hlgham  v/as  solved  by  tho  laying  of  mains 
in  those  parishes.  as  part  of  tho  same  contract 
tho  network  of  mains  in  East  Bergholt  was  ex¬ 
tended,  and  in  ^'-herstead  village  a  nev/  main  was 
laid  and  a  temporary  supply  taken  from  a  private 
source . 

2  .  PUBLIC  SUPPLIES . 

Tho  parishes  of  Spr ought  on  and  East  Bergholt 
are  supplied  with  water  from  borewells.  The 
quality  of  the  water  is  good,  and  not  unduly  hard. 
The  Sproughton  source  is  capable  of  meeting  all 
forseeable  demands. 

Tho  East  Bergholt  Undertaking  ns  expanding,  a 
further  1630  yards  of  main  have  been  laid  during 
tho  year,  and  sixty  nine  additional  properties 
have  been  connected. 
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2  Contin^ied. 


In  the  parishes  of  Chelmondis t on  and  Shotley  a 
large  proportion  of  the  houses  have  a  supply  from 
the  7"  Ipswich-Shot  ley  Trunk  riain.  The  supply 
is  good  qualitatively,  hut  because  of  the 
limitation  in  size  and  the  number  of  connections 
the  suppl;/  is  not  good  quantitatively. 

In  the  Cattawade  district  of  Brantham  parish 
there  are  three  standpipes  from  which  local 
residents  draw  water  which  are  supplied  by  The 
B.X,  Plastics  Reservoir,  the  water  comes  from 
borewells  into  the  chalk.  The  standpipes  are  on 
the  edge  of  the  carriageway  of  a  busv  road  and 
are  a  source  of  danger  to  dray/crs  of  water. 

Raydon  is  the  other  long  established  water 
undertaking  in  the  Sanford  area  and  as  a  Public 
Supply  has  nothin^  to  recommend  it.  It  is  a 
spring  supply  collected  into  an  underground 
concrete  tank  and  pumped  by  a  small 
horizontal  piston  type  pump  to  a  water  temper  in 
the  village  street.  Tre  o^relity  of  the  water 
was  consistently  unsatisfactory.  The  Council 
have  no  control  over  the  collecting  area.  The 
water  is  now  cl  lorinated  and  the  analyses  are 
now  generally  satisfactory. 

Stratford  St. liar"'  and  lllgham  -  during  the 
year  watermains  have  bean  laid  in  the  parishes 
of  Stratford  St.hary  and.  Higham.  This  is  Stage 
1  of  the  Regional  heater  Supply  Scheme  and 
water  is  supplied  for  the  time  being  from  the 
Langham  High  Lift  Station  of  the  South  Is  sex 
^■'aterworks  Company. 

^'■Tiorstead  -  a  short  length  of  miain  has  boon 
laid  in  the  village  of  "herstead  and  supplied 
tem,porarily  (ponding  development  of  the 
Regional  Source)  from  private  spring  supply. 

3.  PRIVaTB  SUP-"LIBS. 


The  remainder  of  the  dwellings  within  the 
district,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  supplied 
from  b'rev/ells,  are  dependent  upon  shallov/ 
wells  and  springs.  These  are  of  doubtful 
quality,  more  particularly  whore  they  are  of 
the  bucket  and  v/indlass  typo.  During  the  year 
there  was  a  general  lowering  of  the  under¬ 
ground  water  table,  and  for  a  p::;riod  varying 
from  throe  to  six  months  the  Local  authority 
carted  water  in  the  parishes  of  Stratford  St. 
tlary,  Higham.,  Capol  St. Mary  and  Bentley.

\;oolver stone  Hall,  with  9  Staff  and  90  Scholars 
is.--  supnlied  from  a  b  or  ewe  11, 

The  B.X.  Plastics,  Ltd.,  Fir  an  th  am  Works, 
Brantham,  employing  1450  persons,  and  hessrs! 
Bexford,  Ltd.,  Brantham,  employing  200  persons, 
are  supplied  for  trade  and  other  purposes  with' 
v/ater  from  a  number  of  borewe].ls. 

Ouarterly  Bacteriological  analyses  are  taken 
of  each  of  the  Public  Supplies  and  copies  of 
analyses  are  given  in  .oppendix  a. 

No  cases  of  illness  traceable  to  Plumbo 
Solvent  water  have  been  reported. 

The  October  analysis  of  the  Raydon  Public 
Supply  showed  much  grosser  pollution  than  is 
usual.  Investigation  revealed  that  a  motor 
cycle  scramble  had  been  held  in  the  vicinity. 

It  has  be  en  agreed  that  whilst  the  supply  for 
the  village  is  drawn  from  this  source  such  an 
event  will  not  bo  repeated.  The  supply  was 
chlorinated  and  has  been  ever  since.
